The defendant is hereby sentenced to probation for a term of :

The defendant shall not commit another federal, state or local crime. 

The defendant shall not unlawfully possess a controlled substance. The defendant shall refrain from any unlawful use of a controlled 
substance.

THE DEFENANT SHALL BE PLACED IN THE ELECTRONIC MONITORING PROGRAM FOR A PERIOD OF 180 DAYS, 
TO COMMENCE WITHIN THIRTY {30) DAYS OF BEING PLACED ON PROBATION. THE DEFENDANT SHALL PAY 
FOR THE ELECRONIC MONITORING SERVICE AT A RATE THAT SHALL NOT EXCEED $3.25 PER DAY. DURING 
THE ELECTRONIC MONITORING PERIOD, THE DEFENDANT SHALL REMAIN AT HIS PLACE OF RESIDENCE, 
EXCEPT FOR EMPLOYMENT OR OTHER ACTIVITIES APPROVED IN ADVANCE BY THE PROBATION OFFICER.

SHALL WEAR AN ELECTRONIC DEVICE AND SHALL OBSERVE THE RULES SPECIFIED BY THE PROBATION

THE DEFENDANT SHALL PROVIDE THE PROBATION OFFICE WITH HIS INCOME TAX RETURNS, AUTHORIZATION 
FOR RELEASE OF CREDIT INFORMATION, AND ANY OTHER BUSINESS OR FINANCIAL INFORMATION IN WHICH 
HE HAVE A CONTROL OR INTEREST. THIS CONDITION WILL REMAIN ACTIVE UNTIL THE DEFENDANT HAVE

THE DEFENDANT IS PROHIBITED FROM INCURRING NEW CREDIT CHARGES, OPENING ADDITIONAL LINES OF
